until they were throughly furniſh'd with 


Power Effectually, to carry on the Work 
they were ſent to do, but Tarry ye until 


ye be endued with Power from on High, 


III. When thus endued with Power 
from on High, then were they to go forth 
in that Power, and therein, and thereby, 


to Teach fo Powerfully, as by their Teach- 


ing to Baptize thoſe they Taught, Go ye 
therefore Teach all Nations Baptizing, 

IV. So that the Baptizing was the 
Proper and Genuine Effect of the Teach- 
ing : for indeed that Teaching was not a 
verbal Preaching to the Hearers Ears on- 
ly, but it was a ſpeaking to their hearts,
